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EXPLANATORY  NOTES 

FAMILY  RECORDS  commence  in  general  with  the  immigrant 
ancestors  of  a  name,  or  from  the  first  ancestors  that  have  been  lo¬ 
cated,  and  follow  in  direct  line  with  the  family  name  giving  all  the 
members  of  each  family  until  the  last  family  has  been  reached  which 
includes  an  ancestor  of  Florence  Julia  Brown,  and  the  name  of  the 
family  is  indicated  at  the  beginning  of  the  records.  If  further  records 
are  given  it  is  usually  indicated  by  the  word  DESCENDANTS  added 
to  the  family  name  and  placed  above  the  records,  and  these  records 
usually  include  names  of  some  people  now  living. 

ABBREVIATIONS,  b.,  born;  d.,  died;  m.,  married;  d.  y.,  died 
young;  B.R.,  Bible  Record;  G.S.R.,  grave  stone  record;  V.R.,  vital 
record ;  D.R.,  death  record. 

AUTHORITY  for  statements  is  usually  given,  either  at  the  be¬ 
ginning  or  end  of  records. 

NUMBERS  at  the  top  and  right  of  a  name  indicate  the  degree  of 
descent  from  the  immigrant  ancestors  or  from  the  first  ancestors  of 
that  name  that  has  been  located,  as :  John2  Maxson  (Richard1)  indi¬ 
cates  that  John  Maxson  was  the  son  of  Richard  Maxson.  Numbers 
before  a  name  indicate  the  number  of  the  child  in  a  family  and  the 
number  of  the  generation  from  the  parents  indicated  at  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  records,  as:  72  John  Allen  indicates  that  John  Allen  was 
the  second  child  of  his  parents  and  that  one  of  his  parents  was  the 
7th  child  of  his  grand  parents  whose  records  are  being  given,  as  to 
descendants. 

APPENDIX  includes  families,  members  from  whom  have  married 
into  the  families  mentioned  in  the  main  part  of  the  book. 

SOLDIERS  AND  PATRIOTS  OF  THE  AMERICAN  REVOLU¬ 
TION.  The  D.  A.  R.  and  the  S.  A.  R.  have  called  attention  to  the  fact 
that  those  people  of  the  time  of  the  American  Revolution  who  aided 
the  cause  of  American  Freedom,  performed  a  service  which  shall 
recall  their  names  from  the  general  obscurity  into  which  the  lives  of 
most  people  pass  unknown  out  of  their  particular  family  circle  or 
locality.  Names  of  these  patriots  are  noted  in  capital  letters  where 
their  records  are  given  and  their  service  is  shown.  Likewise  immi¬ 
grant  ancestors  who  came  in  the  Mayflower  are  noted,  as  also  others 
who  have  performed  important  service.

MISTAKES.  As  in  most  works  on  genealogy,  there  probably  are 
mistakes  due  to  various  reasons,  but  the  lines  of  descent  we  believe  to 
be  as  nearly  correct  as  the  source  of  information  will  permit. 
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SOURCES  OF  GENEALOGICAL  INFORMATION  FOR 

AMERICAN  FAMILIES 


WRITTEN  FAMILY  RECORDS.  The  older  members  of  a  fam¬ 
ily  usually  know  where  to  locate  the  family  records  of  their  parents 
and  sometimes  of  their  grand  parents  and  great  grand  parents.  These 
records  are  usually  accurate. 

GRAVE  STONE  INSCRIPTIONS.  These  records  sometimes  con¬ 
tain  errors  as  to  date  of  birth,  due  to  the  faulty  method  of  remember¬ 
ing  one’s  age  instead  of  remembering  the  date  of  birth.  Just  one  year 
is  a  common  error  and  this  is  made  in  the  computation  of  the  date  of 
birth  from  the  date  of  death  and  age  at  the  time  of  death. 

CHURCH  RECORDS.  The  early  churches  kept  the  vital  records 
of  the  members  and  kept  records  of  baptisms.  Some  of  these  records 
have  been  published  and  can  be  found  in  libraries  with  a  department 
of  genealogy.  These  records  are  accurate. 

GOVERNMENT  VITAL  RECORDS.  Births,  marriages  and 
deaths  were  recorded  in  New  England  from  the  beginning,  but  the 
practice  seems  not  to  have  been  compulsory,  for  many  records  that 
are  verified  in  other  ways  cannot  be  found  in  the  town  records  of 
New  England.  The  early  vital  records  of  Rhode  Island  have  been 
copied  and  published.  The  early  records  of  Connecticut  are  indexed  at 
Hartford  with  copies  of  the  original  at  the  State  Library.  Many  of 
the  town  records  of  Massachusetts  have  been  copied  and  published. 
Some  of  the  towns  of  New  York  have  records  for  the  years  1847-1850. 
Only  since  1884  have  all  the  towns  of  New  York  kept  vital  records, 
and  for  the  first  few  years  these  are  not  in  all  cases  complete.  Similar 
records  have  been  kept  in  Michigan  only  since  1910,  but  the  State 
Library  at  Lansing  has  collected  valuable  records  since  1867.  Eng¬ 
land  has  kept  vital  records  since  1837.  Death  records  are  sometimes 
inaccurate  as  to  the  parentage  of  the  deceased,  and  as  to  the  place  of 
birth  of  the  deceased. 

LAND  RECORDS.  The  land  records  of  Connecticut  are  kept  by 
the  towns ;  and  in  New  York  these  records  are  at  the  county  seats. 
The  place  of  residence  of  both  grantor  and  grantee  is  often  given  in 
deeds,  and  the  names  of  both  husband  and  wife  appear  in  the  grantor 
in  New  York.  Records  of  mortgages  are  likewise  valuable  to  the 
genealogist. 

PROBATE  RECORDS.  These  records  often  give  the  names  of 
all  surviving  members  of  a  family.  The  early  wills  of  Connecticut 
have  been  brought  to  Hartford.  Land  and  Surrogate  records  are  most 
reliable. 

LOCAL  HISTORIES  usually  contain  an  account  of  the  early  set¬ 
tlers  of  a  place,  and  something  about  the  people  that  have  been  con¬ 
nected  with  the  local  government.  Leading  citizens  are  mentioned; 
but  it  is  to  be  deplored  that,  for  financial  reasons,  no  account  of  many 
worthy  citizens  appears  in  most  local  histories.  Local  histories  give 
clues  to  facts  but  sometimes  contain  inaccuracies. 
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PENSION  RECORDS.  Family  data  of  a  pensioner  is  on  file  at  the 
pension  bureau,  given  at  the  time  of  application  for  pension.  The  Ac¬ 
counting  Department  also  has  family  data  on  file.  The  service  of  a 
soldier  can  often  be  established  through  the  pension  bureau. 

TOWN  RECORDS.  The  minutes  of  the  town  meetings  of  New 
York  and  of  New  England  often  contain  valuable  records,  as  the  sign¬ 
ing  of  the  Oath  of  Allegiance  at  the  beginning  of  the  Revolutionary 
War.  Many  of  the  road  records  show  the  names  of  every  man  in  the 
town  who  paid  a  toll  tax. 

CENSUS  RECORDS.  New  York  State,  Act  of  April  4,  1825  pro¬ 
vided  for  the  taking  of  the  Census.  1835  and  1845  Census  are  of  not 
much  value  to  the  genealogist.  Some  of  the  counties  have  copies  of 
the  1855  and  1865  state  census  of  the  county  and  these  records  are 
quite  complete  as  to  family  data.  They  tell  the  county  in  which  a 
person  is  born,  if  in  N.  Y.  state,  or  the  state,  if  born  in  another  state. 
Vital  records  are  given  for  the  year  the  census  was  taken.  U.  S. 
Census.  The  taking  of  the  census  for  the  entire  United  States  was 
established  by  the  constitution  for  purposes  of  representation.  The 
first  census,  that  of  1790,  give  the  names  of  the  heads  of  families  and 
the  number  of  each  sex  in  the  family.  A  copy  of  this  census  can  be 
found  in  most  libraries  having  a  department  of  genealogy.  The  census 
of  1850  gives  the  names  of  each  person  in  the  family,  their  age  in 
years  and  the  name  of  the  state  in  which  each  person  was  born.  The 
census  of  1840  lists  pensioners.  The  census  returns  to  1870  inclusive 
are  open  to  the  public  for  inspection  at  the  Census  Bureau  in  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.  C.  Copies  of  some  of  the  U.  S.  census  after  1870  are  to  be 
found  in  some  of  the  counties,  viz.,  a  census  of  the  county.  A  list  of 
what  counties  of  N.  Y.  have  census  returns  and  what  they  have  is 
given  on  page  E  of  the  Appendix  of  this  book. 

FAMILY  TRADITION.  There  is  much  satisfaction  in  verifying  a 
family  tradition  by  written  records  or  by  other  evidence,  or  in  even 
finding  the  kernels  of  truth  which  gave  rise  to  the  tradition.  Tra¬ 
dition  common  to  widely  separated  branches  of  a  family  are  apt  to  be 
correct,  but  the  tradition  of  large  fortunes  in  the  courts  of  chancery 
is  common  to  many  families,  and  has  its  origin  more  often  in  fancy 
than  in  fact. 

PERIODICALS  with  a  genealogical  department  contain  valuable 
records  and  give  opportunity  for  people  working  on  the  same  fami¬ 
lies  to  compare  notes.  The  Boston  Transcript,  Hartford  Times,  and 
Johnsville  Enterprise  and  News  contain  genealogical  departments. 
The  Virkus  Company  of  Chicago  is  a  clearing  house  for  genealogists 
and  issues  a  handbook  showing  who  are  working  on  various  families. 

GENEALOGIES.  Most  great  libraries  contain  a  genealogical  de¬ 
partment.  The  Library  of  Congress  and  the  Library  of  the  Daughters 
of  the  American  Revolution  contain  many  works  on  genealogy  at  a 
single  center.  The  Grosvenor  Library  at  Buffalo,  the  Central  Library 
in  Syracuse,  the  State  Library  at  Albany,  and  the  State  Library  at 
Hartford,  Ct.,  contain  works  in  which  are  listed  many  of  the  early  set- 
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tiers  of  New  York.  The  value  of  a  genealogy  lies  in  the  fact  that 
many  people  trace  back  to  a  common  immigrant  family.  In  the  300 
years  of  American  history  have  been  about  11  generations.  Allow¬ 
ing  6  children  to  the  family  that  reproduced  families  for  the  first  6 
generations  and  3  for  the  last  4  generations,  the  number  of  contem¬ 
porary  descendants  of  an  immigrant  family  is  :  6°  x  34  =  3779136.  Thus 
millions  of  people  are  interested  in  the  same  immigrant  family.  The 
number  of  ancestor-families  the  11  generation  backward  is  210=1024, 
making  no  allowance  for  intermarriage  of  cousins. 


GENEALOGY 

An  American  genealogy  may  be  an  account  of  a  person  or  family 
now  or  recently  living  and  records  of  the  families  from  whom  the 
person  or  family  is  descended,  generation  by  generation,  back  to  the 
various  immigrant  families ;  or  it  may  be  a  record  of  an  early  immi¬ 
grant  family  and  of  the  families  descended  from  that  immigrant  fam¬ 
ily,  generation  by  generation,  to  date.  The  former  is  family  history, 
while  the  latter  is  genealogy  proper.  The  incentive  for  family  history 
is  common  to  most  people,  its  field  is  limited,  and  the  work  involved 
is  definite.  The  incentive  for  the  study  of  genealogy  proper  is  de¬ 
veloped  only  after  considerable  work  has  been  done  on  family  history 
and  a  discovery  made  of  the  meagerness  of  records  that  most  people 
have  left  for  descendants ;  the  field  involved  is  limited  only  by  the 
time,  and  the  work  necessary  must  be  the  cooperation  of  many.  At 
this  time  it  is  very  difficult  to  make  a  family  history  complete  if 
embodying  colonial  families ;  yet  the  genealogy  of  certain  uncommon 
names  in  the  male  lines  suggests  completeness,  while  very  common 
names  often  defy  study. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that,  at  best,  the  information  about  genera¬ 
tions  of  Americans  is  meager.  Genealogy  in  a  more  restricted  sense 
involving  fewer  generations,  where  more  detailed  information  can  be 
found,  leads  to  the  following: 

INDIVIDUAL  INHERITANCE  is  subject  to  a  multiplicity  of  fac¬ 
tors.  Characteristics  in  parents  may  or  may  not  appear  in  their  chil¬ 
dren;  but  whether  they  do  or  do  not  appear  in  their  children,  they 
may  appear  in  their  grandchildren,  or  later  descendants.  No  simple 
law  can  be  formulated  which  shall  predict  characteristics  in  descend¬ 
ants  from  their  ancestors.  Human  action  is  the  resultant  of  individual 
inheritance,  mental  and  physical  as  influenced  by  environment  which 
is  the  inheritance  of  all  others  in  their  physical  surroundings.  While 
human  action  may  have  a  third  factor,  not  included  in  inheritance  and 
environment,  these  two  factors  are  the  only  factors  that  are  subject 
to  the  laws  of  cause  and  effect. 

ENVIRONMENT.  Many  generations  of  the  same  families  living 
in  similar  physical  surroundings  are  influenced  such  that  characteris¬ 
tics  of  other  families  living  in  the  same  environment  become  common 
to  the  different  groups  of  families,  as  may  be  observed  in  some 
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foreign  countries.  Physical  environment  as  an  influence  on  inheri¬ 
tance  is  of  too  short  duration  to  be  of  importance  in  American  gen¬ 
ealogy. 

REPETITION  of  characteristics  for  succeeding  generations  is 
the  most  important  factor  in  inheritance  in  American  genealogy. 
From  the  inter-marriage  of  people  possessing  similar  natural  quali¬ 
ties  and  this  repeated  many  generations,  characteristics  have  a  ten¬ 
dency  to  become  dominant  in  descent.  This  circumstance  is  extant 
when  cousins,  even  though  distant,  intermarry  for  several  genera¬ 
tions.  A  review  of  any  American  genealogy  shows  how  numerous 
such  marriages  have  been. 

LAW  OF  INHERITANCE  IN  CERTAIN  CASES.  Characteris¬ 
tics  of  a  person  that  were  dominant  in  some  of  his  or  her  ancestors 
are  transmitted  to  his  or  her  descendants  as  a  whole  in  exact  ratio 
to  each  individual  of  a  family  of  a  generation,  the  ratio  being  de¬ 
termined  by  the  mathematical  theory  of  probability.  Personal  char¬ 
acteristics,  as  the  color  of  the  eyes  may  become  dominant.  Ability 
along  certain  lines  appears  to  become  dominant,  as  also  a  weakness, 
physical  or  mental,  may  become  dominant. 

DOMAIN  OF  REALITY.  The  integral  of  inheritance  compre¬ 
hends  the  domain  of  reality.  Each  event  that  occurs  has  its  birth  as 
a  resultant  of  previous  events  adjacent  in  time ;  and  the  event  as  a 
whole  is  the  resultant  of  its  ancestral  events  in  relatively  with  all 
contemporary  events.  The  ancestral  events,  cause  of  inheritance, 
and  the  contemporary  events,  known  as  environment,  are  the  factors, 
due  to  causes  that  make  the  individual.  Environment  lends  opportun¬ 
ity  for  the  development  of  repression  of  inheritance,  but  cannot  alter 
it  in  kind.  Inheritance  is  a  closed  domain;  environment  is  its  bound¬ 
ary.  It  is  futile  to  try  to  formulate  a  simple  law  which  shall  show 
the  relative  values  of  inheritance  and  environment. 

INHERITANCE  IS  DETERMINED.  All  experience  shows  that 
the  total  amount  of  reality  as  measured  in  energy  is  constant,  unless, 
indeed,  the  measures  are  a  function  of  the  time.  Each  element  of 
energy  acts  from  its  own  momentum  in  connection  with  the  momen¬ 
tum  of  every  other  element  of  energy;  the  whole  is  self-directed  from 
inertia  and  is  thus  determined,  but : 

There  is  something  more  in  men 
Than  they  carried  from  the  past, 

Than  they  take  from  neighbors  near; 

On  a  par  with  causes  when 

Space  was  made  for  nature’s  cast, 

Energy  did  first  appear.

John  Brown  lived  on  Lot  No.  565  Lisle,  N.  Y.  Nathan  Wood,  John 
Brown’s  father-in-law,  appeared  in  the  road  records  of  Lisle  in  1806, 
Nathan  W.  Brown  in  1807,  Nathan  Wood  again  in  1808,  and  Nathan 
Wood  and  John  Brown  both  in  1809  and  thereafter  until  Nathan  Wood 
moved  away  about  1825  and  until  John  Brown  died  in  1852.  No  fur¬ 
ther  mention  was  made  of  Nathan  W.  Brown.  A  Nathan  W.  Brown 
settled  in  Brookfield,  N.  Y.  1797  and  Elias  Underwood  (p.  44)  in  1799. 
(Hist.  Chenango  and  Madison  Counties,  p.  532).  In  the  Census  of 
1850  Lisle,  the  birth  place  of  John  Brown  was  given  as  Connecticut. 
(Though,  of  course,  it  may  have  been  R.  I.).  All  attempts  to  trace  his 
ancestry  have  thus  far  been  unsuccessful.  John  Brown  and  wife  Nancy 
and  her  mother  Lucy  Johnson  Wood  are  buried  in  the  Bemis  grave¬ 
yard  on  the  farm  now  owned  by  Harry  Leet  in  the  town  of  Mara¬ 
thon,  Cortland  Co.,  N.  Y.  which  is  adjacent  to  the  town  of  Lisle. 

The  death  record  of  Nathan  Brown  (son  of  John)  as  given  in  the 
1865  Census  of  Lisle,  states  that  he  was  born  in  Ct.,  though  his  daugh¬ 
ter  Malinda  (p.  18)  says  that  her  father  was  born  about  10  miles  from 
Ithaca  in  the  direction  toward  Dryden.  Zadoc  Brown  (son  of  John) 
stated  in  his  family  record  that  he  was  born  near  Ithaca.  The  records 
of  Dryden  were  burned  1880.  Birth  records  were  ordered  to  be  kept 
by  the  town  clerk  of  Ithaca  for  1801 ;  but  few  births  were  recorded, 
and  among  them  were  not  the  names  of  any  of  John  Brown’s  chil¬ 
dren.  Ann  Ballou  (Nathan  Brown’s  mother-in-law)  came  from 
Barker,  Broome  Co.,  O.,  and  was  related  to  President  Garfield.  Two 
of  her  brothers  settled  in  Lake  Co.  O.,  and  she  is  buried  there.  Two 
of  her  sisters  settled  in  Coldwater,  Mich.  John  Smith  and  3  of  his 
children  are  buried  at  Hunts  Corners,  Cortland  Co.,  N.  Y.  (State¬ 
ments  from  Malinda  Brown  Barrows). 

Julia  Brown  (daughter  of  John).  Census  records  do  not  agree  as  to 
the  age  of  Julia  Brown  Stowell.  1804  is  her  probable  date  of  birth. 

Zadoc  D.  Brown  and  Sylvester  Brown,  sons  of  John,  married  sis¬ 
ters  in  Oneida  Co.  and  moved  to  Orleans  Co.,  N.  Y.  about  1831.  (It  is 
said  that  they  went  to  Oneida  Co.  to  work  on  the  Erie  Canal,  but  rela¬ 
tives  may  have  lived  in  Vernon  or  Verona  whom  we  have  not  discov¬ 
ered).

Several  land  transactions 
are  recorded  for  Samuel  Wood.  The  land  is  in  the  N.  E.  part  of  Mansfield,  in 
the  Mount  Hope  section.  Page  789:  Samuel  Wood,  Sr.,  sells  to  Samuel  Wood, 
Jr.,  land  in  Mount  Hope  purchased  in  1734  from  John  Daniel.  (Page  476). 
On  this  farm  is  the  original  house  of  the  Wood  family,  now  (1930/  nearly 
200  years  old.  It  is  a  two  story  house,  probably  one  of  the  best  of  its  day. 
The  “old  oaken  bucket”  is  still  there.  James  Whitehouse  and  his  wife  Delia 
Balch  live  there.  Her  relationship  to  the  Wood  and  Abbey  families  is  shown 
in  Appendix  D2.  Beyond  the  house,  in  the  direction  from  Mansfield  Center, 
is  Mount  Hope  Cemetery  where  many  of  the  Wood,  Upham,  and  Balch  fami¬ 
lies  are  buried.  (We  failed,  however,  to  locate  the  graves  of  either  Samuel 
Wood,  Sr.,  or  Samuel  Wood,  Jr.)  Conn.  Records  show  that  Samuel  Wood 
was  appointed  Justice  in  Mansfield. 

Samuel4  Wood  was  a  prisoner  at  Fort  Washington  in  the  Revolution.  He 
is  honor  ancestor  of  D.  A.  R.  No.  38209,  Mrs.  Frank  Doubleday,  (p.  44).

Her  ancestry  has  not  been  determined.  The  following  may  be  of 
use  to  find  out  her  parentage  : 

The  records  of  Windham  do  not  show  the  birth  of  a  Lucy  Johnson,  b.  about 
1751.  The  G.  S.  R.  of  Lucy  Johnson  makes  her  about  10  years  older  than  her 
husband,  suggesting  a  mistake  in  her  age  or  that  she  was  a  widow  at  the  time 
of  her  marriage  to  Nathan  Wood.  The  Census  of  1800  (given  on  p.  43)  makes 
her  at  least  6  years  older  than  her  husband.  Her  dau.  Lora  named  one  of  her 
sons,  Johnson  Abbey  (p.  48),  so  Johnson,  probably  was  Lucy  Johnson’s  maiden 
name. 

Lucy  Johnson’s  children  were  named:  Lucy  (also  her  mother’s  name); 
Polly  (or  Mary,  found  in  both  the  Wood  and  Abbey  families)  ;  Hannah  (also 
the  name  of  a  sister  of  Nathan  Wood)  ;  Nancy  and  Lora.  These  last  2  names 
probably  came  from  the  Johnson  side.  Nathan  Wood’s  cousin,  Solomon  Abbey 
(p.  53),  m.  Lucy  Johnson,  dau.  of  John  Johnson  of  Lebanon,  Ct.,  and  they 
had  a  dau.  Rhoda. 

Cortland  Co.  History:  Asa  Hunt  was  the  founder  of  Hunt’s  Comers.  His 
wife  was  Sally,  dau.  of  Abner  Johnson  of  Windham,  Ct.  Archimides  Ses¬ 
sions,  b.

Richard1  Maggsen  was  admitted  to  the  church  in  Boston,  Mass., 
the  2nd  day  of  the  Sth  month,  1634.  He  was  a  journeyman  blacksmith. 
On  the  7th  day  of  the  12th  month  1638/9  at  Portsmouth,  R.  I.  com¬ 
plaints  were  made  against  him  for  oppression  in  the  way  of  his  trade 
and  he  promised  amendment  and  satisfaction.

FIRST  PASTOR  OF  THE  SECOND  SEVENTH  DAY  BAPTIST 

CHURCH  IN  AMERICA 

JOPIN  MAXSON 

Rev.  John  Maxson,  said  to  have  been  the  first  white  child  born  on 
the  island  of  Rhole  Island,  d.  at  Westerly,  Dec.  17,  1720  aged  82  years. 
He  was  of  record  in  Westerly  by  1661,  was  made  freeman  of  that 
town  Oct.  29,  1668;  served  as  a  deputy  to  the  Assembly  from  Wester¬ 
ly,  1670,  1686,  1690,  and  1705,  was  overseer  of  the  poor  1687.  Sept. 
20,  1708,  “Our  beloved  brother  John  Maxson,  Sr.  was  ordained  to  the 
office  of  an  elder  to  the  congregation  in  and  about  Westerly.”  John 
Maxson  lived  a  long  and  useful  life  among  his  brethren  of  the  Baptist 
faith. — Note  2358  Boston  Transcript. 

New  Port  Historical  Society,  Diary  of  G.  H.  Richardson :  “Dec. 
20,  1720,  today  died  John  Maxson,  Sr.,  aged  82  years.  He  lost  his 
father  and  brother  Richard  who  were  attacked  and  killed  by  the  In¬ 
dians.  Mrs.  Maxson  escaped  in  a  shallop  to  Acquidneck,  and  her  son 
was  born  soon  after  landing  in  the  spring  of  1638,  before  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  the  island  from  the  Indians” — Transcript  Mar.  20,  1935.  See 
also  Seventh  Day  Baptist  Memorial  1852. 

The  early  ministers  of  the  first  Seventh  Day  Baptist  church  of 
Westerly,  R.  I.  have  been  reinterred  on  the  spot  where  the  church 
first  stood  and  a  monument  has  been  erected.  “1680-1899.  This  monu¬ 
ment  is  a  memorial  to  the  early  pastors  of  the  2nd  7th  Day  Baptist 
Church  in  America  whose  remains  lie  buried  within  this  circle.  They 
were  stalwart  men  and  sound  preachers  .  .  .  Upon  this  spot  stood  the 
house  of  worship  from  1680  to  1852”.  The  names  of  the  ministers  on 
the  monument  are:  John  Maxson  1638-1720;  John  Maxson,  Jr.,  1666- 
1747;  Joseph  Clarke  1670-1719;  Thomas  Clarke  1686-1767 ;  John 
Clarke  1717-1793;  Thomas  Hiscox  1686-1773 ;  John  Burdick  1732-1802; 
Joseph  Maxson  1672-1750;  Abraham  Coon  1763-1813;  Matthew  Still¬ 
man  1770-1838.  The  monument  is  in  the  Potter  Hill  cemetery  be¬ 
tween  Westerly  and  Ashaway. 

Jonathan  Maxon’s  Will  (John,  Richard)  :  Westerly  1732.  His  wife 
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and  son  John  were  made  joint  executors,  until  son  John  should  be¬ 
come  of  age  at  which  time  son  John  would  become  sole  executor. 
He  willed  his  wife  1/3  of  his  “movable  estate”,  after  debts  and  fun¬ 
eral  expenses  were  paid,  and  life  use  of  1/3  of  his  real  estate.  He 
divided  a  tract  of  land  lying  near  the  Pawcatuck  between  his  sons 
Jonathan,  Caleb,  and  Joseph.  He  divided  lands  which  he  purchased 
from  the  government,  in  the  woods  (in  Hopkinton)  between  his  sons 
Joseph  and  Samuel,  and  the  land  where  his  house  stood  between  his 
sons  John  and  Samuel,  equally,  quantity  for  quality.  He  willed  to 
his  daughter  Content  Babcock  2  cows,  a  bed  and  a  chest,  provided 
she  outlive  her  “now  husband”;  but  if  not,  the  same  was  to  go  to  her 
daughter  Anne  Babcock.  (Babcock  Genealogy,  p.  15:  James3  Babcock 
agreed  before  his  marriage  to  Content  Maxson  to  have  his  heirs  pay 
her  100  pound  within  3  years  after  his  decease).  He  willed  that  the 
rest  of  his  estate  after  his  wife’s  death  or  marriage  be  divided  equal¬ 
ly  among  his  two  youngest  sons  and  his  three  daughters.  He  willed 
100  pound  in  money  to  his  son  Jonathan  and  10  pound  to  his  daughter 
Naomi  and  10  pound  to  his  daughter  Mary. 

Samuel  I.  Maxson  (Jonathan,  John,  Richard)  made  his  will  1792 
and  died  1796  in  Hopkinton,  R.  I.  Hist.  Washington  Co.,  R.  I.,  p.  347 : 
Samuel  Maxson  is  mentioned  as  “Saddler  Sam.”  In  his  will  he  men¬ 
tions  his  wife  Mary  and  daughters  Esther,  Polly,  Wealthy,  and  Nancy. 
His  executors  were  his  sons  Samuel  and  Elisha  to  whom  he  gave  his 
wearing  apparel.  History  of  R.  I.,  p.  757 :  Samuel  Maxson  was  one 
of  the  701  legal  voters  to  form  the  town  of  Hopkintown.  R.  I. 
Records,  Vol.  IV,  p.  554 :  Samuel  Maxson  was  admitted  freeman  at 
New  Port  in  1739  for  the  colony  of  Westerly.

Another  reads:  “L.  M.”  We  could  not  find  the  inscriptions  in 
1927.  The  millpond  is  now  a  reservoir  for  Troy,  N.  Y.  History  of  Rensselaer 
Co.,  by  Wise:  Ethan  Maxson  was  elected  constable  1807;  Ziba  Hewitt  was 
elected  assessor.  Rensselaer  Co.  by  Sylvester,  p.  50G:  An  ancient  map  of  that 
portion  of  Rensselaerick  lying  east  of  the  Hoosic  made  by  VanAllen  shows  the 
locality  of  the  first  lot  holders  of  the  town.  In  the  north  part,  east  of  the 
river,  John  and  Godfrey  Brimmer  .  .  .  Samuel  Maxson  .  .  .  W.  Stillman  .  .  .  , 
in  the  central  part  east  of  the  river,  appear  the  names  of  J.  B.  Babcock  .  .  . 
S.  Maxson,  Z.  Burdick  .  .  . 

Samuel6  III  Maxson  went,  probably  with  his  parents,  soon  after 
1796  to  Petersburg,  N.  Y.,  married  and  continued  his  western  migra¬ 
tion  into  Washington  Co.,  Martinsburg,  Annsville,  Vernon,  Verona, 
Barre,  and  finally  Murray,  N.  Y.  We  have  found  no  records  of  his 
purchasing  land  by  deed.  He  probably  sold  his  “Improvements”  and 
moved  on.  He  was  a  farmer  and  probably  a  stone-mason.  Road  taxes 
and  ear  marks  are  recorded.  1800  Census,  Petersburg,  N.  Y. :  Sam¬ 
uel,  Elisha,  and  Ethan  Maxson:  heads  of  families.  1810:  Oneida  Co., 
N.  Y. :  Samuel  Maxson.  1820:  Oneida  Co.:  Daniel  Maxson  (prob.  for 
Samuel).  1830,  Barre,  Orleans  Co.:  Samuel  Maxson.  Landmarks  of 
Orleans  Co.,  N.  Y. :  p.  218:  John  D.  Maxson*  purchased  land  in  1835, 
Lot  8,  town  14,  range  1.  Land  Records,  Orleans  Co.,  p.  18,  122:  John 
D.  Maxson  and  wife  Rosaline,  and  Joseph  W.  Maxson  sell  land  in 
Barre  to  William  Walker.  Murray  Docket,  Oct.  15.  1837 :  Samuel 
Oatout  vs.  John  D.  Maxon.  (Later,  about  1860,  Elijah,  son  of  Samuel 
Maxon,  lived  on  the  Oatout  farm,  north  of  Hindsburg).  Samuel  Max- 
son  III  evidently  was  acquainted  with  Joshua  Maxson  of  Brookfield, 
N.  Y.,  and  may  have  lived  in  Brookfield,  but  no  records  of  his  living  in 
that  place  have  been  found.  See  BURDICK,  p.  82,  and  BROWN, 

p.  10. 


MAXON  AUSTIN 

Samuel6  Maxon  (Samuel5,4  Jonathan3  John2  Richard1)  and  family 
were  recorded  in  the  1830  Census  as  living  south  of  Riches  Corners, 
Barre,  Orleans  Co.,  N.  Y.  Later  they  lived  on  lot  263  in  Murray, 
Orleans  Co.,  N.  Y.,  on  the  east  side  of  the  Hindsburg  road,  north  of 
the  house  of  William  Eliot  as  later,  1860,  shown  on  the  map  of 
Orleans  and  Niagara  counties.  Probably  at  this  place  in  Murray, 
Samuel  Maxon  died  July  14,  1841,  age  67. 

Elizabeth,  widow  of  Samuel  Maxon,  was  recorded  in  the  1850 
Census  as  living  with  her  son  Ira  Maxon,  in  Royalton,  Niagara  Co., 
N.  Y.,  and  in  the  1860  Census  as  living  with  her  son-in-law,  Zadoc  D. 
Brown  in  Murray,  and  in  the  1865  Census  as  living  with  both  Zadoc 
D.  Brown  and  Sylvester  Brown.  She  died  about  Aug.  19,  1865  at  the 
home  of  Zadoc  D.  Brown.  Sarah  Stearns  Brown  Gates  (page  22), 

*  A  recorded  mortgage  shows  J.  D.  M.  lived  in  Batavia,  Genesee  County. 
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Loren  Minckley  (p.  21),  and  Fillmore  Maxon  (p.  67),  remember  her. 
They  agree  that  her  father  left  a  will  and  that  she  was  willed  $100 
($200  by  one  account).  Sarah  Stearns  Brown  Gates  says  that  Eliza¬ 
beth  Maxon’s  maiden  name  was  Austin.  Records  collected  by  J. 
Irving  Maxson  from  her  grandson,  Charles  Maxon,  now  at  the  West¬ 
erly,  R.  I.  Library,  show  that  her  name  was  Elizabeth  Austin.  Census 
records  and  tradition  show  that  she  was  born  in  Mass,  in  1 777.  She 
probably  was  from  a  R.  I.  Austin  family  that  was  living  in  the  western 
part  of  Mass.,  probably  over  the  state  line  from  Rensselaer  Co.,  N.  Y. 
The  other  members  of  her  parents’  family  went  West.  (Tradition). 
We  have  searched  the  wills  of  Rensselaer,  Oneida,  and  Orleans  Coun¬ 
ties,  N.  Y.,  without  finding  Elizabeth  Maxon.  Daniel  B.  Austin  who 
transferred  a  part  of  lot  8,  Albion,  N.  Y.,  to  John  D.  Maxson,  may  have 
been  related.  (Landmarks  of  Orleans  Co.,  N.  Y.,  p.  218). 

Following  is  a  copy  of  a  letter  which  made  certain  the  identity  of 
Samuel  Maxon  of  Orleans,  Oneida  and  Rensselaer  counties,  N.  Y.,  as 
the  Samuel  Maxon,  brother  of  Ethan  Maxon  of  Verona,  N.  Y. : 

Juneu,  Dodge  Co.,  Wis., 
April  8,  1881 

Dear  Sir: 

I  have  always  reverenced  my  parents’  memory  and  name,  and  ever  will, 
as  long  as  the  name  comes  to  me  as  untarnished  as  hitherto.  My  grandfather, 
Ethan  Maxson,  Sr.,  I  remember  well.  He  died  when  I  was  18  years.  I  think 
when  I  last  saw  him  was  the  year  before  I  was  there  with  my  father,  Ethan 
Maxson,  Jr.,  on  a  visit  at  the  “Old  Homestead”  in  Verona,  Oneida  Co.,  N.  Y. 

Grandfather  had  three  brothers,  Samuel,  Elisha,  and  John.  Samuel  lived 
in  Western  New  York,  Orleans  Co.  He  had  quite  a  large  family.  I  remember 
seeing  several  of  them  and  their  children.  One  I  shall  never  forget.  Her 
name  was  Lucy ;  she  was  married  and  had  five  children,  when  I  re¬ 
membering  seeing  her.  I  must  have  been  about  nine  years  old.  Why  I  re¬ 
member  her  so  well,  is  this — I  went  with  my  parents  on  a  visit  to  her  home. 
She. was  in  poor  health  at  the  time  and  very  delicately  beautiful,  of  a  high  or¬ 
ganization  of  mind,  and  particularly  sensitive.  She  attracted  me  by  her  gentle 
manners  and  lovely  face.  I  learned  afterwards  that  she  was  deeply  religious 
and  always  spiritual.  She  took  her  bed  after  we  went  away  and  passed  into 
a  trance  and  remained  so  for  one  day  when  recovering  from  that,  she  stated 
what  she  saw  and  then  passed  away  with  a  happy  assurance  of  her  Redeemer’s 
love. 

I  believe  there  was  one  son,  but  I  do  not  remember  him.  The  descendants 
must  some  of  them  still  be  living  there. 

John  Maxson  moved  West  a  long  time  ago.  He  had  several  sons. 

My  grandfather  lived  and  died  in  Verona,  was  buried  in  the  family  bury¬ 
ing  ground,  on  his  own  place,  by  the  side  of  his  first  wife,  my  father’s  mother. 
Her  name  was  Tacy  Lamphere,  and  died  when  my  father  was  five  years  old. 
Some  of  my  earliest  and  most  pleasant  recollections  of  my  life  are  connected 
with  my  grandfather  and  my  girl-hood. 

Will  now  say  that  I  am  the  youngest  child  of  Ethan  Maxson,  Jr.,  bom  May 
7,  1884,  was  married  Jan.  26,  1863  to  Jed  Rix,  and  we  have  four  children: 
Francis  Maxson,  b.  Oct.  31,  1864;  Arthur,  b.  Feb.  9,  1866,  died  at  three 
months;  John  George,  b.  May  18,  1868;  Ethan,  b.  Mar.  23,  1871,  d.  1871; 
Mary  Paul,  b.  Feb.  1,  1873;  and  Jennie  Beatrice,  b.  Nov.  29,  1874. 

I  think  Grandfather  must  be  the  one  that  dropped  the  “s”  and  did  so  for 
convenience  sake.  We  have  always  considered  it  a  very  easy  name  to  write,  be¬ 
sides  being  very  pretty,  but  I  should  have  preferred  to  have  the  old-fashioned 
way.  I  have  written  rapidly  and  hope  you  will  overlook  mistakes.

About  30  years  ago  there  was  a  society  of  Seventh  Day  Baptists  in 
this  place,  mostly  from  R.  I.  and  the  eastern  part  of  Conn.  Their 
first  pastor  was  a  Mr.  Davis,  and  their  last  Mr.  Stillman.  They  erect¬ 
ed  a  house  of  worship  which  is  still  standing.  Farmington  Deed  Book 
XXV,  p.  445  records  the  proceedings  of  the  meetings  in  Farmington, 
Ct.,  and  Hopkinton,^  R.  I.  congregations  which  appointed  Rev.  John 
Davis  Jr.  pastor  of  the  church  at  West  Britain. 

Sylvester,  Hist.  Rensselaer  Co.,  N.  Y.,  p.  514.  The  Hopkinton 
Church  appointed  Elder  John  Burdick  to  go  to  Farmington,  Ct.,  and 
to  Little  Hoosick,  N.  Y.,  to  confer  relative  to  the  establishment  of  a 
sister  church  at  each  place.  On  Sept.  22,  1780  he  arrived  at  Little 
Hosick  with  brothers  from  Farmington.  New  members  were  added 
to  the  congregation  by  Elder  Davis.  Among  the  first  members  were : 
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William  Coon,  pastor  1780-1801;  Zacheus  Burdick  (p.  81)  ;  William 
Davis  (son  of  Rev.  John  Jr.);  David  Davis  (son  of  Rev.  John  Jr.)  , 
Stephen  Maxson  Sr.  (John,  Joseph,  John,  Richard) ;  Samuel  Stil  man 
(probably  son  of  Elisha,  p.  76);  Joshua  Davis ;  Wait  Sti  lman ,  Jon¬ 
athan  Palmiter  (p.  76);  William  Davis  Jr.;  Joshua  David  2nd;  Ben¬ 
jamin  Davis;  John  Davis  (probably  a  grandson  of  William  Davis,

Stillman  Genealogy.  John  Davis  Jr.  lived  at  Potter  Hill,  R.  L, 
owned  a  saw  mill,  grist  mill,  and  a  filling  mill.

Samuel  Hubbard  b.  1610  in  Eng.,  died  1689,  came  to  Salem  1633 
on  the  James  Grant,  joined  the  church  at  Watertown  1634,  and  m. 
Jan.  4,  1636  Tacy  Cooper.  In  1635  Samuel  Hubbard  started  with  a 
party  of  100  to  march  through  the  wilderness  to  the  Conn.  Valley. 
vVinter  came  on  and  they  suffered  much  from  cold  and  hunger.  He 
lemained  at  Windsor  through  the  winter  where  he  married  Tacy 
Cooper  aged  28  who  had  come  to  Dorchester  June  9,  1634  and  was 
t^le  Party •  1636  after  their  marriage  they  went  to  Wethers¬ 

field,  and  May  10,  1639  removed  to  Springfield  in  search  of  peace 
and  a  church  was  soon  formed.  To  escape  persecution  from  the 
harsh  laws  they  again  moved  to  Fairfield,  May  10,  1647.  There  they 
threatened  with  imprisonment  and  went  to  Rhode  Island  Oct  2 
1684.  Samuel  Hubbard  kept  a  diary  from  1641  to  1688.  In  Newport 
he  was  a  farmer  and  carpenter,  was  a  member  of  the  1st  Baptist 
Church  23  years  There  is  extant  a  letter  from  Roger  Williams  to 
Samuel  Hubbard.  His  daughter  Ruth  is  said  to  have  been  the  first 
8.  D.  B.  convert  in  America. 

James  Hubbard,  father  of  Samuel,  was  a  plain  yeoman  of  Mendal- 
sham.  His  wife  was  Naomi  Koke,  daughter  of  Thomas  Coke,  who 
was  a  suspect  but  escaped  persecution.  James  Hubbard  was  “zealous 
and  religious,  of  good  estate  and  great  estimation”.  He  was  im¬ 
prisoned  and  burned  May  26,  1555.  (His  Testament  which  was 
printed  m  1594  was  held  in  his  bed  lest  it  be  found  and  burned  in 
yueen  Mary  s  day  and  later  was  brought  to  this  country.  It  was 
thought  to  be  in  the  library  at  Alfred  but  investigation  has  failed  to 
locate  the  Testament  at  Alfred.)

Later,  about  1800,  he  had 
saved  enough  real  money  to  move  to  Pitcher,  N.  Y.  and  purchase  a 
large  amount  of  land  upon  which  he  settled  with  his  large  family. 
(The  land  was  deeded  to  his  sons,  however,  see  land  records).  He  is 
buried  in  the  Hinman  Cemetery  at  Pitcher,  but  we  cannot  find  the 
grave  of  his  wife  Mary.  His  son  Perez  and  $he  wife  Anstes  of  Perez 
are  buried  by  the  side  of  Richard.

The  Billings  family  is  traced  in  England  to  A.  D.  1420. 
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Comstock  Genealogy  by  Cyrus  B.  Comstock.  1907. 

In  Devonshire,  England,  there  is  a  little  village  called  Colmstock 
with  a  few  hundred  inhabitants.  It  is  called  “Colmstocke”  in  the 
Domesday  Book.  There  are  many  records  of  Comstocks  in  Eng.  just 
prior  to  the  settlement  of  New  England.  In  1895  an  investigation 
showed  that  he  name  had  nearly  died  out.  The  first  record  of  a  Com¬ 
stock  in  America  is  in  a  will  of  Henry  Russell  of  Weymouth,  Mass. 
He  gives  to  his  wife  Jane  “the  remainder  of  his  time  to  be  served  of 
my  servant  John  Comstock” — probably  a  boy  under  age,  as  was  the 
custom  in  those  days — Nov.  28,  1639.  The  Weathersfield  record  gives 
2nd  month,  28th  day,  1641 — -lands  of  William  Comstock  purchased  of 
Ric  Mills,  lying  on  the  Ct.  river. 

Miss  Caulkins,  in  her  History  of  New  London,  says  that  William 
Comstock  lived  to  a  good  old  age  on  Post  Hill  near  the  corner  of  Wil¬ 
liam  and  Vauxhull  streets,  New  London,  Ct.

John  Elderkin  came  to  Linn,  Mass.,  in  1637.  In  1641  he  was  at 
Dedham,  1646  at  Reading,  1648  at  Providence,  and  1651  at  New  Lon¬ 
don  where  he  built  the  first  church  and  the  first  mill  (History  of  Lynn 
by  Newhall).  He  finally  settled  at  Norwich,  Ct.,  in  1664  where  he 
built  the  first  church  and  the  first  mill.  He  was  the  first  proprietor 
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of  the  Cove  (History  of  Norwich  by  Caulkin).  John  Elderkin  is 
thought  to  be  the  progenitor  of  all  in  this  country  who  bear  his  name.

Wheeler’s  Stonington. 

Thomas  Hewitt,  first  mentioned  in  the  diary  of  Thomas  Miner  as 
having  a  boat  on  the  Mystic,  was  the  first  Hewitt  that  lived  in 
Stonington,  Ct.,  so  far  as  is  known.  He  traded  the  surplus  of  the 
Stonington  planters  for  manufactured  goods  from  Boston.  He  made 
the  acquaintance  of  Walter  Palmer  and  married  his  daughter  Han¬ 
nah.  He  owned  the  land  where  now  is  Elm  Grove  Cemetery  at  Ston¬ 
ington.  With  a  cargo  in  1662  he  set  sail  for  the  West  Indies;  months 
and  years  passed  with  no  word  from  him  and  after  five  years  his 
wife  applied  for  a  divorce.  See  PALMER,  p.  131.

Walter1  Palmer  and  his  brother  Abraham  came  in  1628  to  New 
England.  Walter  Palmer  and  Thomas  Graves  went  from  Salem  and 
settled  in  Charlestown,  where,  it  is  said,  the  former  built  the  first 
house.  Later  Walter  Palmer  and  William  Chesebrough  settled  on 
the  bank  of  the  Wequetequock  Cove.  They  used  the  salt  marsh  hay 
for  their  cattle  until  they  could  break  up  land.  They  are  both  buried 
at  the  Wequetequock  Cemetery  on  the  state  road.  Walter  Palmer 
is  said  to  have  been  the  first  white  man  in  this  country  that  was 
tried  by  jury  for  murder.  He  was  acquitted.  The  Walter  Palmer 
farm  of  232  acres,  owned  by  Ira  H.  Palmer  of  Stonington  (Palmer 
Records  1881)  is  part  of  the  original  tract  which  Walter  Palmer  gave 
to  his  son  Nehemiah.  On  this  farm  is  the  ancient  burying  ground. 
On  this  farm  he  built  the  first  log  house.  The  mill  pond  and  the 
creek  are  on  the  north  side.  A  reunion  was  held  Aug.  10  and  11, 
1881  at  Stonington.

MASON 

DEPUTY  GOVERNOR  OF  CONNECTICUT  —  JOHN  MASON 

Encyclopaedia  Brittannica  9th  Edition,  Vol.  XV,  p.  1058. 

John  Mason  1600-1672,  an  American  soldier.  In  1635  he  aided  in 
founding  the  town  of  Windsor,  Ct.,  and  in  1637  commanded  a  suc¬ 
cessful  expedition  against  the  Pequot  Indians,  in  which  he  annihilated, 
with  a  handful  of  whites,  a  powerful  tribe,  and  secured  a  general 
peace  with  the  Indians,  which  remained  unbroken  for  forty  years. 
Mason  then  settled  in  Saybrook  and  later  in  Norwich,  and  was  major 
of  the  colonial  forces  more  than  thirty  years.  From  1642  to  1668  he 
was  a  magistrate,  and  from  1660  to  1670  the  deputy  governor  of  Con¬ 
necticut.

Asa  Spaulding-  of  Stonington,  that  part  now  called  North  Ston- 
ington,  studied  medicine  with  Elisha  Perkins  at  Norwich,  Ct.,  and 
began  practice  about  1770.  He  was  ordained  as  an  evangelist  in  the 
Baptist  Denomination  but  never  occupied  a  pastorate.  He  was  highly 
esteemed  both  as  a  man  and  as  a  physician.  Amanda  Hakes  Wil¬ 
liams,  now  in  her  95th  year  (1928)  says  she  remembers  her  grand¬ 
mother  telling  the  children,  saying:  “When  someone  was  sick  and 
father  was  called  on,  he  would  go,  even  in  the  midst  of  a  sermon  if 
the  person  was  very  sick,  and  if  not  too  urgent,  he  would  finish  his 
sermon  before  attending  to  the  patient.” 

Asa  Spaulding  signed  the  Oath  of  Allegiance  at  Stonington,  Sept. 
9,  1777.  He  left  a  will,  now  at  Hartford,  Ct.,  and  it  appears  to  be  in 
his  own  hand  writing,  beautifully  written.  He  bequeathed  to  his  wife 
and  to  his  children,  each,  his  or  her  lawful  share ;  admonished  them 
to  settle  in  a  peaceful  and  loving  manner.  Probate  Record,  Hartford, 
Ct.,  Inventory  of  Asa  Spaulding’s  Estate :  Total  $7,067.79.  One  Lot 
with  Baldwin’s  mill  $4,000;  one  Lot  called  the  Babcock  $1,300;  one 
Lot  bought  of  Randall  $616;  one  Lot  called  Button  Neck  $80;  Amount 
on  Dr.  Books  $29.54;  Notes  $149.40;  Forge,  Bellows,  Tongs,  Ham¬ 
mers,  Forge — belongings ;  16  barrels  of  Cider.

Arthur  and  Henry 
were  Quakers;  John  was  a  Puritan.  Governor  Bradford  speaks  of 
John  Howland  as  Governor  Carver’s  servant;  he  belonged  to  Gov¬ 
ernor  Carver’s  family.  The  burial  place  of  John  Howland  and  wife 
Elizabeth  Tilley  is  marked  by  a  head-stone  placed  by  descendants  in 
1836  on  Burial  Hill.  Judge  Sewell  wrote  in  1626  in  his  diary  that  he 
saw  Lieutenant  Howland  upon  ye  Rode,  who  tells  us  he  was  born 
Feb.  24,  when  (1626)  Elizabeth  Tilley  was  17.  In  1627  John  How¬ 
land’s  family  consisted  of  himself,  Elizabeth,  son  John  and  dau.

Christopher  Avery  b.  in  Eng.  about  1590,  d.  Mar.  12,  1679,  was 
(Thomas  Miner’s  diary)  a  weaver  by  trade.  He  located  at  Glouster, 
Mass.,  where  lie  was  selectman  1646,  1652  and  1654.  At  a  court  in 
Salem,  Mass.,  he  took  the  freeman’s  oath  and  was  chosen  clerk  of  the 
band  and  of  the  market.  In  1658  he  sold  lands  in  Gloucester  and  re¬ 
turned  to  Boston.  Mar.  16,  1658/9  he  purchased  a  small  lot  26  x  46  ft., 
now  the  center  of  the  post  office.  The  famous  old  spring  which  is  now 
preserved  under  the  post  office  was  near.  Mar.  22,  1663  he  sold  the 
land  to  Ambrose  Dew  for  40L.  Christopher  Avery  now  followed  his 
son  James  to  Ct.  and  Aug.  8,  1665  he  purchased  a  house,  orchard  and 
lot  of  Robert  Burrows  in  New  London.  He  claimed  exemption  from 
watching  and  training  on  account  of  his  age  June  1667.  He  m.  Mar¬ 
gery  Stevens  Aug.  26,  1616,  b.  about  1590,  dau.  of  Edward  and  Mar¬ 
garet  Stevens.  She  did  not  come  to  America.  They  had  one  child :

About  1656 
he  built  the  Hive  of  the  Averys  at  the  head  of  Poquonoc  Plain  about 
a  mile  and  a  half  from  the  Thames  river.  A  monument  was  erected 
where  James  Avery  lived  by  his  descendants.  He  was  Ensign,  Lieu¬ 
tenant,  and  Captain  of  New  London  Companies.  He  served  through 
King  Philip’s  War  in  command  of  40  Indians  from  Stonington,  New 
London,  and  Lyme.  In  1676  he  was  captain  of  one  of  four  companies 
that  protected  the  frontier,  and  for  23  years  was  an  officer  of  the 
town,  twelve  times  deputy  to  the  general  court  1656-1680.  He  was 
also  assistant  judge  in  the  prerogative  court.

BREWSTER  OLDHAM. 

Brewster  Genealogy  by  Emma  Brewster  Jones. 

Elder  William1  Brewster,  b.  probably  in  Scrooby,  Eng.,  but  birth 
not  recorded,  made  affidavit  at  Leyden  June  25,  1609  and  stated  that 
he  was  then  42  years  of  age.  He  was  the  son  of  the  “Post”  of 
Scrooby  and  it  was  said  that  his  grandfather  was  also  the  “Post”. 
He  lived  at  Scrooby  Manor  House  and  there  the  Pilgrims  met  and 
organized  the  church.  Part  of  the  Manor  House  became  a  farm 
house  and  another  part  a  cow  shed.  One  of  the  beams  of  the  cow 
shed  is  in  the  Congregational  Church  in  Boston.  There  is  a  tablet 
on  the  modest  farm  house  at  Scrooby  on  which  is  written :  This  tablet 
erected  by  the  Pilgrim  Society  of  Plymouth,  Mass.,  U.  S.  A.,  marks 
the  site  of  the  ancient  Manor  House  where  lived  William  Brewster 
from  1558  to  1608  where  he  organized  the  Pilgrim  Church  of  which 
he  became  the  Ruling  Elder  and  with  which  in  1608  he  removed  to 
Amsterdam,  in  1609  to  Leyden,  and  in  1620  to  Plymouth  where  he 
died  April  10,  1644.  At  Plymouth  is  a  spring  made  into  a  fountain 
built  of  field  stone  with  this  sign  on  the  corner  of  a  nearby  house : 
“Drink  here  and  quench  your  thirst.  From  this  spring  Pilgrims  drank 
first.”  This  noted  spring  is  on  the  land  owned  and  built  upon  by 
Elder  Brewster  1621  and  is  the  original  Elder  Brewster  spring.  Elder 
William  Brewster  married  in  Eng.  prior  to  1593  Mary  .  .  .  and  they 
left  4  sons  and  a  daughter.

William  Brewster,  pilgrim  in  the  Mayflower,  .  .  .  was  of  good 
family  and  after  studying  at  Cambridge  entered  the  service  of  Wil¬ 
liam  Davison,  ambassador,  and  afterwards  secretary  of  state  to  Queen 
Elizabeth  with  whom  he  visited  the  Netherlands.  Subsequently  re¬ 
turning  to  Scrooby,  he  held  the  honorable  and  important  office  of 
postmaster.  He  had  become  a  “Separatist”  and  as  this  sect  was  the 
object  of  persecution  he  made  two  attempts  to  emigrate  to  Am¬ 
sterdam.  The  first  ended  in  arrest  and  imprisonment,  as  the  skipper 
of  the  vessel  betrayed  him  and  his  companions ;  the  second  attempt 
was  successful.  He  was  obliged  to  teach  English  on  arriving  at  Am¬ 
sterdam  in  order  to  support  himself.  Here  he  set  up  a  printing  press 
and  published  religious  books,  which  were  prohibited  in  England. 
Sir  Edward  Sandys,  treasurer  of  the  Virginia  Company,  secured  for 
him  a  grant  of  land  in  North  America;  and  Elder  Brewster,  with  a 
company  of  one  hundred  pilgrims  set  sail  in  the  Mayflower  and  landed 
where  Plymouth,  Mass.,  is  now  located  Dec.  21,  1620.  Brewster  was 
made  ruling  elder  of  the  church  and  teacher  in  the  colony.  All  the 
hardships  were  patiently  borne  by  him  ....

Jonathan2  Brewster  came  to  America  on  the  ship  Fortune  1621. 
His  wife  Lucretia  b.  in  Derby,  Eng.,  probably  was  a  sister  of  John 
Oldham  who  came  to  Plymouth  about  1623  and  was  called  brother  by 
Jonathan  Brewster.  Jonathan  Brewster  is  said  to  have  been  a  ribbon 
maker  in  Holland.  In  1630  he  moved  to  Duxbury  from  which  place 
he  was  deputy  to  the  General  Court,  Plymouth  Colony  1639  to  1644 
excepting  1640.  Thence  he  moved  to  New  London,  about  1649,  in 
that  part  which  later  became  Norwich.  Here  he  was  deputy  to  the 
General  Court  of  the  Connecticut  Colony,  1650,  55,  56,  57,  and  1658. 
Miss  Calkin’s  History  of  New  London  says  Jonathan  Brewster  en¬ 
gaged  in  a  coasting  trade  and  probably  was  master  of  a  small  vessel 
plying  along  the  coast  of  Va.  On  Apr.  25,  1650  the  sachem  of  the 
Mohegans  deeded  land  opposite  their  principle  settlement  to  Jona¬ 
than  Brewster  who  bound  himself  and  his  heirs  to  keep  a  house  for 
trading  goods  with  the  Indians.  The  deed  was  confirmed  by  the 
town  Nov.  3,  1652.  Jonathan  Brewster  was  a  military  commissioner 
in  the  Pequoit  War.  Winsor’s  History  of  Duxbury,  p.  90.  He  was  a 
member  of  Miles  Standish  Duxbury  Co.  of  1643.  (Pierce  Colonial 
Lists,  p.  75  and  Gen’l.  Reg.  Soc.  Col.  Wars).  It  is  thought  that  Jona¬ 
than  Brewster  was  m.  before  coming  to  America  and  that  he  buried 
his  wife  may  10,  1619.  The  descendants  of  Jonathan  Brewster  in 
1855  erected  a  plain  granite  shaft  about  8  ft.  high  to  the  memory  of 
him  and  his  wife  Lucretia.  The  Brewster  Cemetery  is  at  Brewster’s 
Neck  betwen  Poquetannoc  Cove  and  the  Thames  River  in  Ct.,  con¬ 
taining  about  one  square  acre  and  surrounded  by  a  stone  wall  built 
in  1903.

No.  5  Warren  Orcutt  and  his  wife  Selenda  were  a  progressive 
couple.  Mrs.  Orcutt  had  a  coat  made  from  the  first  machine-spun 
yarn  in  town.  Some  men  came  to  Stafford  to  set  up  machinery  for 
spinning  rolls  as  they  were  carded  for  hand  spinning,  and  in  order 
to  introduce  the  work,  they  offered  to  spin,  at  first  without  charge, 
for  anyone  who  would  bring  them  rolls.  Warren  Orcutt  persuaded 
his  wife  to  let  them  take  her  rolls,  though  she  did  not  have  much 
more  faith  in  the  machine  than  others  who  feared  their  wool  would 
be  spoiled.  The  experiment  was  a  success  and  the  machines  found 
work.  They  owned  the  first  coal  stove,  the  first  sewing  machine,  and 
the  first  mosquito  netting  in  Orcuttville,  buying  them  in  Worcester.

Elder  Robert1  Cushman  and  family  started  from  England  on  the 
Mayflower  but  when  the  Speedwell  became  untrustworthy  he  and  his 
family  transferred  to  the  Speedwell  and  returned  to  England.  Elder 
Cushman  was  aware  that  the  long  stay  in  Holland  had  seriously  de¬ 
pleted  the  supplies  gathered  for  the  pilgrimage  to  America  and  on 
his  return  to  Eng.  he  made  strenuous  efforts  to  raise  funds  and 
gather  supplies  to  send  to  the  Mayflower  colony  in  New  England.  As 
long  as  he  lived  he  managed  the  business  affairs  of  the  Pilgrims  in 

Eng.  His  wife  Sarah  died  in  Holland  1616.  He  died  Jan.  or  Feb.  1625, 
in  Eng. 

Encyclopaedia  Britannica,  9th  Edition,  Vol.  VI,  p.  529:  Robert 
Cushman  b.  1580  Kent,  Eng.  .  .  .  was  instrumental  in  obtainig  the 
patent  in  which  the  king  granted  toleration  to  their  form  of  religion 
to  the  American  Colonists.  In  1621  he  delivered  the  first  discourse  in 
New  England  that  was  published.  The  same  year  while  returning  to 
England  he  was  captured  by  the  French,  held  two  weeks  and  then 
released.  In  1623  he  obtained  a  grant  of  territory  on  Cape  Ann  where 
a  new  band  of  Puritans  made  the  first  permanent  settlement  within 
the  limits  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  colony.

ALLERTON 

Allerton  Family  by  Walter  Allerton  1888. 

Isaac1  Allerton  resided  in  London  some  time  before  going  to  Hol¬ 
land.  Citizenship  was  conferred  on  only  three  of  the  pilgrims  by  the 
city  of  Leyden:  Isaac  Allerton  Feb.  5,  1614;  William  Bradford;  and 
Degory  Priest,  Allerton’s  brother-in-law.  Isaac  Allerton  was  assist¬ 
ant  governor  of  Plymouth  until  1624  and  possibly  longer.  He  was 
efficient  in  helping  the  colonists  in  building  barns,  storehouses,  and 
houses. 

The  charter  brought  from  England  by  the  Plymouth  colonists  was 
invalid  as  Plymouth  was  beyond  the  Virginia  tract.  Allerton  crossed 
the  ocean  several  times  in  the  interest  of  obtaining  a  new  charter. 
During  his  life  he  crossed  the  ocean  seven  times.  The  expense  to  the 
colonists  made  by  Allerton  trying  to  obtain  a  charter  was  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  Allerton’s  trouble  with  the  colonists  in  1630.  It  is  proba¬ 
ble  that  Isaac  Allerton  built  on  his  acre  alloted  to  him,  but  did  not 
occupy  it  all  the  time.  In  1635  he  lived  at  Rock  Nook  on  the  Jones 
river  in  Kingston  in  a  house  which  he  afterwards  sold  to  “my  be¬ 
loved  son-in-law,  Thomas  Cushman.” 

In  1621  Allerton  and  nine  others  explored  what  is  now  Boston

Harbor.  I  lie  lirst  headland  was  called  Point  Allerton,  a  name  still 
retained.  An  adjoining  hill  in  Hull  was  known  as  Allerton  Hill  for 
many  years.  Allerton  left  Plymouth  and  moved  to  Marblehead,  then 
to  New  1  laven,  and  to  Amsterdam,  1636-1646.

It  seems  quite  certain  that  William  Swift  of  Sandwich  came  to 
America  with  his  family  in  the  great  Boston  immigration  of  1630-1. 
Salvage  says  that  he  probably  came  from  Booking  County  Essex  or 
its  vicinity.  He  was  in  Watertown  1637  and  probably  moved  to 
Sandwich  where  he  died  Jan.  1644.  Rev.  F.  Freeman  says  he  died 
1664,  but  the  Plymouth  Colony  Record  says,  “In  Probate  Office  Ply¬ 
mouth,  William  Swift,  Sandwich  1643.”  There  is  no  trace  of  William 
Swift  in  Bocking,  Eng.  The  farm  that  William  Swift  bought  when 
he  moved  to  Sandwich  in  the  spring  of  1637  was  owned  by  Shadrach 
Freeman  Swift  Esq.  Jan.  1,  1887.  His  widow,  Joane  Swift,  settled 
his  estate  the  amount  of  which  was  72L  11s.  She  survived  her  hus¬ 
band  by  20  years  and  made  her  will  but  did  not  sign  her  name.  Ch.

William  Cross  of  Wethersfield  and  later  of  Windsor  was  the  first 
of  the  name  in  this  country.  There  is  a  tradition  in  every  branch 
of  the  family  that  he  was  a  French  Hugenot.  The  name  Crosse  was 
Dela  Croix.  At  the  beginning  he  spelled  his  name  Crosse  and  la 
Crosse.  He  served  in  the  Pequoit  War  as  a  soldier  from  Wethers¬ 
field  in  1637  (Memorial  History  of  Hartford  Vol.  I,  p.  435).  He  was 
a  land  owner  at  Wethersfield  1644.  He  died  in  Fairfield,  Ct.  about 
1655  (Ancient  Windsor,  Vol.  I,  p:  156)  leaving  his  wife  and  children:

Halls  of  Yarmouth,  Mass. 

John1  Hall  probably  came  in  the  first  fleet  with  Gov.  Winthrop, 
when  he  was  about  21  years  old.  It  is  not  known  whether  he  was 
married.  His  name  was  No.  19  on  the  church  list  of  the  First  Church 
of  Charlestown.  There  was  then  no  church  at  Boston:  July  30,  1630. 
In  1632  it  was  moved  to  the  other  side  of  the  river  and  became  the 
First  Church  of  Boston.  The  remaining  16  organized  a  church  at 
Charlestown.  John  Hall  and  his  wife  were  among  the  16.  In  1633 
he  owned  lot  No.  48.  He  was  made  freeman  1638.  He  probably  was 
at  Barnstable  in  1640.  Mr.  Paine,  the  historian,  says  that  John  was 
an  inhabitant  of  Barnstable  after  1647,  and  that  he  was  a  resident 
of  \armouth  1655.  Barnstable  and  Yarmouth  were  joined  and  in¬ 
corporated  in  1639.  That  part  of  Yarmouth  where  John  Hall  lived 
was  set  off  in  1693  and  known  as  Dennis.  In  1880,  John  Hall,  a 
desccendant  of  John  Hall,  lived  on  the  homestead  at  Dennis  and  said 
that  he  thought  that  John  Hall  moved  on  to  it  in  1640.  John1  Hall 
made  his  will  July  16,  1694;  he  mentioned  8  sons.  Will  probated 
Aug.  29,  1696.

William1  Read  of  Batcombe,  son  of  widow  Reade  of  Batcombe, 
married  Susanna  Hayme,  daughter  of  Joanna  Mortimer,  widow  of 
Langham,  in  the  fifth  year  of  King  Charles  of  England,  in  the  12th 
day  of  October,  in  County  Somerset.  (Translation  of  marriage 
record  into  English).  He  came  to  New  England  with  Rev.  Joseph 
Hull’s  Company,  1635.  According  to  the  record  of  the  passenger  list 
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he  was  born  about  1607.  William  Read  m.  (1)  Susanna  Hayme,  dau. 
of  Joanna  and  Edward  Hayme.  Her  mother  m.  (1)  John  Reade,  m. 
(2)  Edward  Hayme,  m.  (3)  Francis  Mortimer.  William  Reade  was  a 
tailor  and  resided  at  Bacombe.  The  passenger  list  is  dated  Wey¬ 
mouth  Mar.  20,  1635,  and  includes  William  Reade,  tailor  in  Somerset 
ae  28,  Susanna  Reade,  his  wife  ae  29,  and  Hannah  Reade,  his  daugh¬ 
ter  ae  3  yr.,  and  Susan  Reade,  his  daughter  ae  1  yr.  .  .  and  others. 

I  hey  disembarked  at  Dorchester  June  7,  1635  and  set  sail  for  Wessa- 
gussett  (soon  after  named  Weymouth).  Rev.  Joseph  Hull  and  four 
members  of  his  church,  William  Reade,  Richard  Adams,  John  Upham, 
and  Robert  Lovell  were  made  freemen  of  the  colony  of  Mass.  Bay. 
William  Reade  owned  several  pieces  of  land  in  Weymouth. 

Susanna,  the  first  wife  of  William  Reade,  died  at  Boston  Oct.  12, 
1653  ae  about  47.  He  m.  (2)  Ruth  Crooke,  a  woman  probably  much 
younger  than  himself,  by  whom  he  had  10  children.  His  second  wife 
went  back  to  England  in  1669  soon  after  birth  of  her  10th  child,  and 
upon  her  return  four  years  later  she  was  brought  to  trial  and  banished 
from  the  colony  for  misconduct  while  abroad.  She  was  living  in  R.  I. 
in  1674  when  he  petitioned  for  her  return  which  was  granted.  He 
probably  joined  his  wife  in  R.  I.  and  died  there  before  June  13,  1679 
when  his  son  Hezekiah  was  placed  under  guardianship.

We  have  not  been 
able  to  find  his  grave,  though  we  found  his  father’s  grave  at  Mans¬ 
field  Center  a  short  distance  from  the  church  on  the  opposite  side  of 
the  road.

In  the  fall  of  1812  Abner  Balcom  and  Horace  Balcom  and  two  other 
men  chopped  over  22  acres  on  lot  192,  which  Horace  had  purchased 
and  on  which  he  settled  in  1816  and  where  he  died.  This  was  the 
first  clearing  in  Murray  on  this  line  between  the  Ridge  and  Claren¬ 
don.  Abner  first  settled  in  Ridgeway  then  on  lot  195  in  Murray.  He 
and  Hiel  Brockway  built  the  dam  and  mills  at  Balcom’s  Mills.  (Now 
Brockville,  and  the  mills  are  gone).  Abner  Balcom  held  all  the  town 
offices  except  clerk.  He  was  supervisor  of  Murray  1847-1848.  He 
was  deacon  of  the  Transit  Baptist  Church.  (The  building  has  been 
recently  purchased  by  the  Transit  Grange). 

Abner  Balcom  left  a  will.  He  and  his  wife  Philotheta  are  buried 
in  the  Transit  Cemetery,  Murray,  N.  Y.  In  1826  Abner  Balcom  was 
appointed  administrator  of  the  estate  of  Horace  Thayer  1794-1826, 
son  of  Hon.  Artemas  Thayer  and  Lydia  Densmore,  and  guardian  of 
his  children,  Henry,  Adeline,  and  Lydia.

Notes  for  Page  223 

The  following  was  found  in  Abner  Balcom ’s  Bible  written  by  him¬ 
self  for  the  Pioneer  Society  of  Orleans  Co. :  “When  I  went  into 
Ridgeway  the  now  towns  of  Shelby  and  Yates  were  all  together.  The 
first  town  meeting  I  attended  was  held  in  Andrew  A.  Ellicott’s  old 
grist  mill. 

There  were  but  few  roads  laid  out  north  of  the  Ridge  Road  at 
this  time  and  they  were  only  underbrushed  out.  We  got  along  very 
well  in  the  winter  with  our  ox  sleds,  but  they  were  awful  in  the 
spring  and  fall. 

I  helped  build  the  first  log  school  house  north  of  Ridgeway  Cen¬ 
ter.  Lemuel  L.  Downs  and  myself  built  the  first  whiskey  still  and 
made  the  first  whiskey  in  the  town  of  Yates,  which  I  do  not  claim 
was  any  great  credit  to  either  of  us,  but  we  then  thought  it  very 
laudible  business  and  that  a  family  could  not  get  along  without  a 
barrel  of  whiskey  any  more  than  they  could  without  bread.  In  the 
winter  of  1819  I  chopped  a  road  out  4  rods  wide  and  cleared  it  two 
rods  wide  south  of  Ridgeway  Corners  to  the  line  of  the  town  of 
Shelby. 

I  was  in  what  was  called  the  “Great  Hunt”.  I  traveled  all  day  in 
the  woods  and  brought  up  at  the  mouth  of  Oak  Orchard  creek  about 
sunset  where  we  expected  to  find  a  great  many  bears,  wolves,  and 
deer,  and  all  kind  of  game  but  to  our  great  surprise,  all  that  we  had 
was  a  poor  little  rabbit.  We  very  soon  faced  about  and  started  for 
home ;  got  as  far  as  Elder  Dutcher’s  and  turned  in  for  the  night, 
and  slept. 

Francis,  George  and  Andrew,  sons  of  Abner  Balcom :  Story. 

Francis  and  George  were  robust  boys,  but  Andrew,  who  lived  to  a 
ripe  old  age,  never  enjoyed  good  health ;  still  the  three  boys  were 
closely  connected  both  in  their  early  sports  and  later  in  their  busi¬ 
ness  enterprises. 

After  the  dam  at  Balcom’s  Mills  was  finished  in  1834,  the  pond 
was  formed  and  the  boys  of  the  neighborhood  all  said,  “I  will  be  the 
first  to  skate  across  the  pond.”  Francis  and  George  won  the  wager, 
although  the  ice  waved  and  waved  beneath  them,  and  cracked  be¬ 
hind  them. 

Mrs.  David  Young,  Maria  Bush’s  mother,  lived  on  the  south  side 
of  the  pond,  in  a  house  on  the  west  side  of  the  road ;  Abner  Balcom 
had  a  saw  mill  on  the  north  side  of  the  creek.  Maria  told  this  story 
to  her  granddaughter  Theta :  Maria  and  George’s  younger  sisters 
were  wont  to  play  around  the  saw  mill.  One  day  Maria  and  George’s 
sister  Emeline,  thought  it  would  be  fine  to  ride  on  the  log  after 
George  had  placed  it  on  the  carrier ;  that  was  a  little  too  much  for 
George,  for  it  meant  sure  death  to  the  youngsters  if  he  were  unable 
to  stop  the  log  before  it  should  reach  the  saw.  He  spanked  both 
girls,  and  he  did  a  very  thorough  job,  according  to  Maria’s  account 
fifty  years  later,  but  she  failed  to  say  whether  he  apologized  when 
he  proposed  after  his  return  from  California. 

The  Martin  cousins  often  came  down  from  Clarendon  to  Balcom’s 
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mills  to  visit  the  Balcoms.  When  they  departed,  it  was  always : 
“Now  boys  come  up  and  see  us.”  So  one  day  George  dresses  up  in 
his  best  suit  of  clothes  and  went  to  see  his  cousins  in  Clarendon. 
When  he  came  home,  he  was  quiet.  After  various  inquiries  as  to  his 
visit,  one  of  the  family  said :  “Well  George,  going  to  Clarendon  again 
soon?”  “No,”  said  George,  “they  didn’t  know  me  quick  enough.”

“Myron  Balcom  as  a  boy  had  a  desire  to  be  a  sailor  but  his  parents  ob¬ 
jected.  When  he  became  of  age  he  signed  up  with  a  whaling  vessel  for  three 
years,  and  sailed  from  an  Atlantic  port  round  the  Horn  and  spent  most  of  the 
three  years  on  the  Pacific  Ocean,  1844-1847,  as  a  whaler  from  the  south  to  the 
far  north.  When  he  returned  home  he  had  already  signed  for  another  trip  but 
his  mother’s  poor  health  caused  him  to  abandon  the  trip  and  he  located  on  a 
farm  in  Iona  Co.,  Mich.  He  held  a  number  of  town  offices  and  finally  was 
Judge  of  Probate  in  Iona  Co.  as  a  Democrat.  His  granddaughter  was  county 
treasurer  in  the  same  county  as  a  Republican.”  William  Balcom. 

William  Balcom  (b.  1836)  entered  Hillsdale  College  and  his  name  is  in  the 
first  catalogue  issued  by  the  college,  as  a  student.  After  leaving  college  he 
taught  school  and  music  and  finally  settled  on  a  farm  in  Allen,  Michigan. 

George  Balcom  (b.  1795)  served  in  the  War  of  1812  as  a  musician.  He 
and  his  wife  and  two  youngest  children  removed  from  Hopewell,  N.  Y.  to 
Michigan  in  1850,  the  5  other  children  being  already  there.  He  settled  on  a 
farm  in  Allen  township  where  he  died.  He  is  listed  as  an  early  settler  (1816) 
with  his  father  in  Orleans  Co.,  N.  Y.  (Asa  Sanford,  History  of  Orleans  Co., 
N.  Y.  1879,  page  199).  The  first  death  in  Kendall,  Orleans  Co.,  was  that  of  a 
young  son  of  George  Balcom  (not  included  in  the  above  children).

Simeon1  Sacket  sailed  from  England  on  the  ship  Lyon  Dec.  1,  1630, 
arrived  at  Boston  Feb.  2,  1631  after  a  severe  winter  storm  which,  it  is 
said,  undermined  his  health.  He  died  Oct.  1635.  His  wife  Isabell  and 
children  accompanied  the  Hooker  party  to  Hartford,  Ct.  One  of  his 
children  was :

Counrodt  Bush  (as  he  spelled  his  name  when  signing  legal  docu¬ 
ments),  name  spelled  Counradt,  Conrad,  Conrodt,  Conradus,  was 
born  probably  in  Albany  Co.,  N.  Y.  In  1776  he  was  in  Schaghticoke ; 
in  1789,  in  Schenectady  (he  paid  3L  on  a  note — from  records  in  posses¬ 
sion  of  the  Misses  Ireland)  ;  in  1790  his  father  was  in  Cannadasago 
(Seneca)  (Wm.

Arent  and  Albert  Bradt,  brothers,  came  to  America,  1636,  accord- 
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in g  to  one  authority,  having  left  Holland  Sept.  25,  1636  and  by  another 
Oct.  S,  1636,  and  landed  at  New  Amsterdam  Mar.  4,  1637,  and  arrived 
at  Rensselaerwyck  Apr.  7,  (or  17),  1637. 

They  came  from  Frederickstad  in  the  southeast  of  Norway.  They 
had  made  a  contract  with  the  patroon  Aug.  26,  1636,  Albert  age  29. 
Albert  erected  a  mill  and  May  1,  1658,  Arent  leased  a  farm  opposite  to 
Beverwyck.  Arent  later  moved  to  Schenectady.  They  settled  on  a 
stream  south  of  Albany  which  in  consequence  became  known  as  Nor¬ 
man’s  Kill.  Albert  was  known  as  de  Norman  and  de  Sweede.  Albert’s 
son  born  at  sea  was  known  as  Storm  vandersee. 

Arent  Andriese  Bradt.  Most  authorities  claim  that  he  was  the 
first  settler  by  the  name  of  Bradt  in  this  country ;  but  there  is  no  posi¬ 
tive  proof,  although  there  is  that  Albert  and  Arent  were  brothers. 
Arent  Andriese  was  one  of  the  first  proprietors  of  Schenectady.  About 
1662  he  died  leaving  a  widow  and  6  children.  His  wife  was  Catha- 
leynte,  dau.  of  Andries  De  Vos  de  puty,  director  of  Rensselaerwyck.

The  following  anecdote  is  told  by  Jacob  VanAlstyne.  He  was  Ad¬ 
jutant  of  a  company  of  Rensselaer  Co.  militia  under  Colonel  Stephen 
S.  Schuyler,  Lieutenant  K.  VanRensserlaer,  and  acted  in  the  two-fold 
capacity  of  adjutant  and  quartermaster.  Colonel  Schuyler  was  a 
brother  of  Colonel  Philip  Schuyler. 

A  German  named  I  illman  acted  as  German  interpreter  for  Gen¬ 
eral  Gates  and  was  requested  by  the  latter  to  select  a  spy  to  enter 
the  British  lines  and  induce  the  British  to  attack  the  Americans  and 
also  to  talk  to  the  Hessions  in  German  suggesting  that  they  desert 
the  British  lines. 

1  illman  selected  CHRIS  I  OPHER  FISHER,  a  native  of  Schoharie 
Co.,  who  had  moved  to  Rensselaer  Co.  just  prior  to  the  Revolution. 
Fisher  asked  Tillman’s  advice  as  to  how  to  proceed.  Tillman  told 
him  the  consequence  should  he  be  detected  but  declined  to  give  any 
advice  as  to  how  to  proceed.  “Well”,  said  Fisher,  “then  I  must  act 
on  my  own  judgment,”  and  took  his  leave. 

VanAlstine  thought  no  more  about  it  until  FISHER  returned  with 
his  discharge  from  the  service  and  a  bag  of  gold.  Fisher  said  that  he 
approached  the  enemy’s  camp  with  a  sheep  on  his  back  which  had 
been  killed  for  the  occasion.  When  hailed  by  the  guard  he  explained 
that  the  d  .  .  .  .  Yanks  had  destroyed  all  his  property  save  one  sheep 
which  he  had  killed  and  was  taking  to  his  friends.  They  received 
him  kindly.  One  of  the  officers  asked  him  what  proof  he  could  give 
that  he  was  not  deceiving  them.  Said  Fisher,  “The  rebels  are  pre¬ 
paring  to  give  battle,  and  if  you  will  go  with  me,  I  will  convince  you 
of  its  truth.”  The  officer  went  with  him  to  a  place  where  a  wood  was 
visible.  Here  had  been  stationed  a  body  of  Morgan’s  rifle  men. 
“There,  there,”  said  Fisher,  “do  you  see  them  devils  of  Morgan’s 
dodging  among  the  trees?”  The  Americans  wore  blue  frocks,  and, 
sure  enough,  when  directed,  the  British  officer  could  see  the  American 
riflemen  dodging  among  the  trees. 

Fisher  was  allowed  to  mingle  among  the  men  and  he  left  camp 
during  the  engagement  which  followed  and  Burgoyne  capitulated. 
Many  Hessions  deserted  and  either  joined  the  American  service  or 
became  good  settlers  of  New  York  state.  When  asked  to  join  the 
British  service  Fisher  replied  that  he  did  not  believe  in  war  and  pled 
the  necessity  of  returning  home  to  protect  his  family  against  the 
rebels. 

There  was  only  one  Christopher  Fisher  reported  in  the  1790  Cen¬ 
sus  and  he  was  Christopher  Fisher  of  Pittstown,  N.  Y.
